out the whole match. He led 
a low spade and finessed 
dummy's ten. Then he cashed 
dummy's ace, discarded his 
small heart on the ace of 
clubs, drew the last trtimp 
and conceded a trick to the 
ace of diamonds. 


Probably his decision to 


play Kay for the queen of 
spades was based on the fact 
that Norman had overcalled 
or m a y b e d'Alelio was just 
using a crystal ball. But we 
feel that if Norman had not 
stuck in his overcall, Italy 
would have reached the cor- 
rect six diamond contract.
